INSURANCE PARTLY COVERS LOSS 


Morehouse, July 15.—Lightning 
fired 
the handle 
manufacturing 
plant of the 
Himmelberger-Har- 
rison Lumber Company here about 
2:30 o'clock this morning, destroy­ 
ing a building 200x40 feet, machin­ 
ery and finished stock consisting 
mostly of oil mop handles with an 
estimated loss 
ranging 
between 
$20,000 
and 
$25,000. 
Insurance 
partly covers the loss, stated 
D. 
L. Fisher, resident manager 
of 
the plant. 
He 
added 
that 
ar­ 
rangements would be made to re­ 
build the plant, or to consolidate 
the work usually turned out 
by 
this part of the mill with another 
department. 
About twenty men 
temporarily 
lost their jobs with the destruc­ 
tion of the plant. 
The lightning struck during one 
of the worst electrical storms 
in 
years, and in addition to starting 
the fire which destroyed the mill, 
damaged electrical wiring and mo­ 
tors in other parts of the lumber 
mill which is the largest remaining 
plant of its kind in this area. 
A 
shed housing rough or unfinished 
lumber was also destroyed. 
An employee working in anoth­ 
er part of the plant discovered the 
fire and sounded the alarm. 
Mill 
employees and volunteers had the 
fire under 
control 
about 
three 
hours after the bolt struck, but the 
pile of glowing embers continued 
to smoke for hours afterwards. 
The mill 
has 
been 
operating 
steadily with day and night shifts 
for the past several months, 
and 


since the first of the year had add­ 
ed 59 men to the payroll, 
stated 
Mr. Fisher when interviewed 
re­ 
cently. 
Radio cabinets, dimension cuts 
for furniture 
factories, 
handles 
and small
